The uncollected taxes of 1878 are considered good. And we 
recommend that the amount required to pay the coupons due 
June 1, 1879, on the bonded debt, be held by the Tresurer for 
that purpose; thereby avoid giving a note and paying interest 
on the amout of the coupons several months. 

We would renew the recommendation of the Auditors of last 
year. that the town instruct the Treasurer to collect all rents due -” 
on leased land, that the town take possession of the leased land 
on which the rent is not paid according to the tenor of the sev- 
eral leases. 

We recommend that the town raise $3500.co to defray town 
charges : $3000.00 to pay interest on the bonded debt; $3200. 
00 for school purposes, and that $800.00 of said sum be divided 
equally among the districts as in 1578. $2000.00 in money for 
highways. to be laid out under the direction of the Selectmen. 
by agents appointed by them. and that no orders for labor be 
given except on itemized bills duly receipted ; and that the pay 
allowed for such labor be the same as in 1878. 

We would say that we have found no unreasonable bills paid 
by the Selectmen. and that all bills were itemized and receipted, 
in accordance with the vote of the town passed last vear. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

REPORT. 
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Report or SAMUEL B. PacE, ScHoOOL COMMITTER. 


Refering the citizens of the Town to the foregoing pages for — 
all details concerning the Schools under my supervision, I sub- 
mit the following facts, general remarks and suggestions for 
the consideration of all interests in public instruction. in the 
town. 

First. 

TEXT BOOKS. 

The only change made in text-books during the past vear has 
been in Geographies. The reasons inducing this change will 
be apparent to any one cognizant of the facts that portions of 
each of four different series had been heretofore in use; that it 
was reasonable and for the best interests of all that uniformity 
should be secured,—to bring the number of classes in the school 
within proper limits and to bring a larger number of pupils into 
the same classes, ensuring a greater degree of emulation and 
zeal, and consequent profit; that all the text books in use were 
unsatisfactory to-teachers. uninteresting to pupils, and especially 
defective in the geography of our own and other New England 
States. As a consequence the number of pupils pursuing this 
study was diminishing, and their interst in it very difficult 
to arouse and maintain. After careful examination of several 
series. and also considering the fact that the same series 
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was already, or about being introduced in the adjoining towns, 
(so that byits adoption citizens removing from our town to an- 
other need not be compelled to purchase new books.) I decided 
upon, and have introduced the admirable series published by the 
THC 


Harpers. The result has fully justificd my expectations 
marked increase in numbers of pupils who pursue the study, in 
their quickened interest in it and their most commendable and 
eraulyine advance in a knowledge and understanding of this— 
a study only second in importance to Arithmetic. Under the 
the law, this series must now be exclusively used in the town 
for five years. No other changes are in my opinion called for 
at present, unless in Spellers,—a most exorbitant price being 
now placed upon the text books used, by the publishers: 
I especially recommend to all classes above the primary readers 
the use of the Writing Speller, already introduced and. most 
thoroughly and satisfactorly tested in most of theschcols. ‘The 
authorized text books in my division of the town are as rotlows :-

The Progressive Speller, 
Gilbert’s Test Spelling Book, 
Payson, Duton & Scribner’s Series of Writing Books,

Second, : 
| TERMS OF SCHOOL, | 
It is of great importance that Prudential committees should 
consult the greatest good of the greatest number in the arrange- 
ment of the terms of schools, so fixing them that the little and 
the older Children, shall fairly equitably receive their due ben- 
cfits of the schools schools spported by .common taxatidn, all 
terms should be brought to a close before the first day of March 


in cach year. 
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hind, 
TEACHERS, 

During the past year teachers have been employed with no- 
table care and good sense by the Prudential Commitee. There 
has not been a failure to meet their, and my expectations in any 
instance. Only two Graduates of the State Normal School— 
Misses Parke and Melven, have been employed in my division 
during the past year. It is not in any sense uncomplimentary 

or injust to others to say that their professional training has 
placed them at the head of the corps of teachers under my sup- 
ervision,—that with less effort they have met with more complete 
success. I again call the attention of all teachers and Pruden- 
tial Committee. to the law relating to School Registers-—print- 
ed upon the first page of the cover of each Register, and bind- 
ing upon all concerned: ‘‘Every teacher, at the close of his 
sshool and at the end of each term thereof, SHALL make a re- 
curn of such register or record to the school committee of the 
town, who shall give him a certificate thereof ; and NO TEACHER 
shall receive payment for his services until such certificate is 
produced and delivered to the prudential committee.”— Genera/ 
Laws, Chapter 89, Section 16. In several districts by a neg- 
lect of this plain injunction of the law—the money of the districts 
has been illegaly paid and received. and as an additional ang 
attendant evil, the registers are not accessible to the school 
committee, and the amount of the literary and other funds drawn 
by the town from the state Treasury is materially reduced, 
several teachers have failed to fill the blanks in the registers in 
conformity to law. 
Fourth, 
PUPILS. 

The number of pupils actually in attendance upon the public 
schools has been substantially increased, showing superior in- 
ducements and attractions in the school room, and a greater 
interest in the schools upon the part of parents and guardians. 
It is also very gratifying to me to note the fact that the pupils 
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in attendance are of an greater average age than for either of 
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the two preceeding years. which is attributable to the employ- 
ment of superior teachers, and perhaps also tog the low prices 
and greater scarcity of labor for lads and young men. An ex- 
amination of the Roll of Honor upon foregoing pages will show 
another fact which, more strongly than anything else can, will 
demonstrate to every one the higher standing and increased pros- 
perity of our schools. Out of less than 450 diflerent children 
in attendance, more than oxe hundred and fifty have tor one 
or more terms earned a place in this Roll of Honor by attending 
every half day session zever being late. Every child so en- 
rolled has earned more than this honorable mention; by the 
acquisition of a habit of honest punctuality and fidelity to duty, 
a warrant of a successful and honrable life. 


Fifth, 
PARENTS 

have enabled me to report a large increase in the number of 
their visits to the various schools. I attribute the increased at- 
tendance and its higher average to their greater interest and 
increased personal attention to the matter with the execption of 
No.tin Dr.Watson’s division but visited by me at the close of 
its winter term the authority of teacher and his eflorts in behalf 
of the pupil have been warmly and promptly seconded 
at home, will not the inteli ent Fathers and Mothers in that 
_ District consier that their Children must be taught unquestioning 
obedience and prompt frank recognition of the authority of the 
teachers that the children must find no false sympathy no blind 
mistaken tenderness no weak condonation when that obedience 
is inisted upon in the school room if they, the parents, expect 
those children to afterward honor them by an honest law abiding 
patriotic manhood, a true faithful and pure woman-hood. 


Sixth. 
SCHOOL ROOMS 


In several districts lack ventilation and in two or three there is 
too much of it. L respectfully ask every voter to examine into 
this matter at the next school meeting,most of you are in the 
School house only at the time and see if anything is needed in 
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his direction. Also instruct the prudential committee to see that 
sufficient and proper black boards are provided. Habits of neat- 
ness should be encouraged by teachers during the sessions of the 
school, I have in mind couple of school rooms where otherwise 
excelent schools appeared to great disadvantage in consequence 
of the dirt and litter about. 

Seventh, 

IN CONCLUSION 

I recommend an appropriation by the town, of one hundred and 
fifteen dollars. to purchase for each school room in Town a 
copy of the New State Map, recently issued by the authority of 
the State In recommending this Iam governed by strong con- 
viction that this Map will be of the greatest value in the school 
room, of more value than any one thing likely to be needed far 
many years. I recommend a special appropriation for the reason 
that the five per cent allowed for repairs &c., is in most cases 
aosolutely needed for other purposes and the amount now ex- 
pended or likely to be this year appropriated for school purpo- 
ses ought not, in justice to the children in the poorer districts to 
the teachers who have so readily and courtiously accepted my 
efforts in office, to my young friends, the men and women of 
‘*bye and bye”, young men and ladies already,] bespeak for my 
successor in office like consideration and courtesy.
